Memorial Scholarship 


The Katharine L. Sharp Memorial 
Scholarship is to be awarded by the 
faculty of the University of Illinois Li- 
brary School again in March, 1943, for 
a second year of study in the field of 
Library Science. Application for the 


scholarship, which carries a stipend of 
$300 and exemption from tuition, should 
be filed with the Director of the School, 
Dr. Carl M. White, Urbana, Illinois, 
before March first. Application blanks 
may be secured from him upon request. 


For. admission to graduate courses in 
Library Science at the University of 
Illinois, applicants must have had four 
years of academic study plus one year 
in Library Science, all with superior 
scholarship records. They should pre- 
sent a reading knowledge of two modern 
foreign languages, one of which must 
be French or German. They should 
have had desirable experience and be 
adequately matured to profit from grad- 
uate study. The applicants should have 
a thesis topic in mind. 


Army Libraries 
Ninth Service Command is now the 
official designation of the western mili- 


tary region which was formerly known 
as the 9th Corps Area. Army libraries 
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in eight western states (California, Ore- 
gon, Washington, Idaho, Montana, Utah, 
Nevada and Arizona) and the territory 
of Alaska are under the jurisdiction of 
Xenophon P. Smith, Librarian of the 9th 
Service Command, whose headquarters 
ofice is at Fort Douglas, Utah.

MUSIC LITERATURE 
Are These Books in Your Collection? 


Giapys CALDWELL 
Art amd Music Department Librarian, Los Angeles Public Library 


In a world given over to the task of 
perfecting instruments of destruction, 
the librarian today finds it difficult to 
maintain a balanced collection of sub 
jects that represent enduring values. Of 
all such subjects, music must be accorded 
first place. It speaks a universal lan- 
guage, but it is a language and like all 
languages must be learned if it is to be 
understood. 

Thanks to the inventions of radio and 
the phonograph, music is available in 
every home; and, thanks to the good 
work of the music teachers in the public 
schools, a generation of music lovers is 
ready to take advantage of the resources 
offered by the local library. These re- 
sources should include not only the sim- 
ple. books of music appreciation and 
biography, but also such other material 
as will lead to specialization whenever 
needed. 


Useful Desk Tools

ACADEMIC LIBRARY NOTES

Staff Changes 

This chronicler cannot hope to keep 
up with all the staff changes occasioned 
directly and indirectly by the war. Those 
head librarians whose hair is not already 
gray are hard put to preserve their status 
quo, so rapid has become the turnover. 
Here is a sampling: Maxine Hegland, as- 
sistant to the Stanford director, has been 
commissioned an ensign in the Waves, 
and John F. Priddle of the same Library's 
circulation division has entered the 
U.S.N.R. as lieutenant. Edna Martin 
Parratt and Andy Wilkison have left the 
Bancroft Library for war work; their 
places have been filled by Geraldine 
Beard and Doris Finney. Louise F. Barr, 
on leave from Mills College, is heading 
the Naval Patrol Force Library on Treas- 
ure Island. At Scripps College Sybil 
Fielder has replaced Barbara V. Myers 
as assistant to the librarian. Mary Louise 
Seely resigned as senior cataloger at 
Southern California to become librarian 
of the El Segundo Branch of Douglas. 
Those hundreds of western librarians 
who have trained during the past seven 
years at the U.C. School of Librarianship 
will be interested to hear that Dorothy 
Bronstein, associate in the Berkeley 
school for that period of time, has been 
a member of the U.C.L.A. accessions de- 
partment since last summer. Winifred 
H. Hopkins comes to the College of the 
Pacific staff from Fullerton J.C. Library. 
At Occidental College Elizabeth Fales 
retired as head of the circulation depart- 
ment, after twenty-two years of service, 
and has been succeeded by Dorothy S. 
Wright. 

Important Accessions 

U.C. has acquired the medieval his- 
tory library of the late Professor James 
Westfall Thompson. About 750 volumes 
have gone to Berkeley; the remainder, 
about 1,450 volumes, are being checked 


by Los Angeles. The library of the late 
Professor Y. S. Kuno, including about 
1,000 volumes in Japanese on the social, 
political, and economic history of that 
country, has also been acquired by 
Berkeley. U.C.L.A. purchased at bank- 
ruptcy sale the Philadelphia Public Ledg- 
er’s own complete file from 1836 to 1934. 
Stanford now owns the 1,200 volume 
drama library of Barrett H. Clark. Part 
of the library of the late Walt Mason, 
prose poet of Emporia, Kansas, has been 
given to Claremont by his daughter. 
U.S.C. purchased a complete set of the 
Bulletin and Memoirs of Harvard’s Mu- 
seum of Comparative Zoology, and was 
given by an anonymous donor a collec- 
tion of 500 bookplates. Among notable 
gifts recently made to the Bancroft 
library are Oviedo y Valdes’ Natural 
Ystoria de las Indias, Toledo, 1526, from 
Henry R. Wagner; materials on the 
California painter, William Keith, pre- 
sented by Elizabeth Keith Pond; 34 let- 
ter books of the San Francisco attorney, 
John T. Doyle, covering the period 
1858-1906, and dealing, among other 
things, with the famous Pious Fund liti- 
gation, presented by his son, Edmund M. 
Doyle; Codex Fernandez Leal, a pre- 
cortesian strip of Mexican Indian picture 
writing, given by W. W. Crocker. 
Library Publications 
Members of the Huntington Library 
staff have recently made notable contri- 
butions to the field of Californiana: Wil- 
lard O. Waters edited two volumes of 
drawings and letters by William R- Hut- 
ton, printed by the Grabhorn and Ward 
Ritchie presses. Lyle H. Wright, now 
a lieutenant in the Army Air Corps, 
edited a facsimile of Benjamin Green- 
leaf’s California Almanac for 1849, and 
together with Josephine Bynum edited 
Waterman L. Ormsby's Butterfield Over- 
land Mail. The Huntington Library 
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Quarterly is now being printed by the 
Ward Ritchie Press. Incidentally, that 
Press's two partners, Ward Ritchie and 
Gregg Anderson, are both helping has- 
ten the downfall of the Axis, the for- 
mer in the Educational division at Doug- 
las in Santa Monica, the latter as a 
private in the Army. The Press is car- 
rying on, with the aid of several long- 
time employees. 

The University of California Library 
Bulletin, dormant since 1913, has been 
revived with the publishing of No. 19, 
Union List of Selected Directories in the 
San Francisco Bay Region, compiled by 
Carolyn L. Hale and Mary H. Lathe. 

Ten Letters of Sun-Yat-Sen has been 
printed for the Stanford University 
Library by the University’s Press. Union 
Catalogs in the United States (Chicago, 
1942) contains a section by John Paul 
Stone of San Diego State College. The 
Grabhorn Press printed History of the 
Dominican Order in California for the 
Dominican Sisters of San Rafael. The 


Wilson Bulletin for November contains 
“The Young Librarian and Book Selec- 


tion,” by Eugenia M. Halvorsen of 
U.C.L.A. 

In a medium not generally read by 
librarians (Bulletin of the American 
Assn. of University Professors, October, 
1942) is an article by a former Califor- 
nia librarian, John J. Lund of Duke, 
called “The Undergraduate in the Uni- 
versity Library”. This is a provocative 
plan to create an undergraduate library 
of 5,000 titles, grouped chronologically 
and divided into primary and secondary 
works, to be found in a separate open 
shelf reading room, and having a sep- 
arate catalog and reference service. 

Exhibits 

During November, U.C. displayed the 
various items described in the article 
“World War II Research; The Library’s 
Wartime Collection”, published in Cali- 
fornia Monthly (November, 1942). The 


exhibit included various army camps’ 
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and evacuation centers’ newspapers, 
publications of European governments in 
exile, military rules and regulations of 
the German army for occupied terri- 
tories, etc. As an officially designated 
War Information Center, the U.C.L.A. 
library has been conducting a series of 
bulletin board exhibits drawn from the 
material received from the Office of 
Education. Of a more scholarly nature 
was a display of the famous Diderot 
18th century Encyclopédie. 
In Praise of Trash 

There is a curious dichotomy between 
some librarians’ private reading and 
what they buy as librarians. They are 
apt to be the most avid devourers of 
rental library fiction, yet when asked if 
their respective institutions collect such 
books, they arch their brows all out of 
symmetry and exclaim piously, “Of 
course we read these trashy books, but 
only for relaxation, amusement, diver- 
sion. As librarians our obligation is to 
acquire and preserve the better sort of 
books, those recommended by the critics, 
the permanent books of our time.” 

But is it? Scholars have an odd way 
of caring about what the people, the 
unsophisticated masses, of a given period 
read. After the passage of a few genera- 
tions the common books of an age, such 
as the Beadle dime novels, ignored by 
the intellectuals and read nigh to ex- 
tinction by the people, become the scarc- 
est of literary merchandise. Three cen- 
turies ago Sir Thomas Bodley repeatedly 
admonished his librarian to spurn con- 
temporary printed plays, as well as proc- 
lamations and almanacs. “In any wise 
take no riffe raffe bookes (for suche will 
but proue a discredit to our Librarie)”. 
Today the plays despised by Bodley, and 
enjoyed by “those nut-cracking Eliza- 
bethans”, are the most esteemed of schol- 
arly grist. 

What is the point? As we see it, one 
of the responsibilities of today’s aca- 
demic (rather than public) librarians is 





to collect and preserve the books most 
read by their contemporaries. In the 
public library such books would be 
quickly circulated to death. We'll wager 
a full box of paper clips that no public 
library in the country today owns a first 
edition of Riders of the Purple Sage. 

No single academic library could af- 
ford to buy all of the ephemeral fiction 
published, so here then is an excellent 
opportunity for statewide or regional co- 
operation. For example, let California 
specialize in westerns, Stanford in mys- 
teries, Occidental in war fiction, Clare- 
mont in news-stand pulp comics and 
thrillers, and Southern California or the 
Huntington in the crackpot religious im- 
prints which the presses of Los Angeles 
disgorge in an ancient and inexhaustible 
stream. Within each category the buy- 
ing program should be representative 
rather than comprehensive.

Black and 
white and colored Secceiines by the author 
complement the action and humor of the 
story. Grades 3-5. 


Buff, Conrad and Mary. 
Viking, 1942. $2.00. 


Adventures of two fawns in a great dark 
forest. Animal life and the forest are vividly 
described in poetic prose. The short sentences 
and repetition of words will appeal to young 
readers. Beautifully illustrated in soft browns 
and warm colors. An outstanding book and a 
real addition to the shelf of animal picture- 
story books. Excellent format. For ages 5-9.

Courlander, Harold. UNcLe 
Haiti. Morrow, 1942. $2.00. 


UncLE Bougul! joins the collection of new 
folk tales which have been delighting children 
in recent years, such as THE LoNnG Grass 
Whispers, by Geraldine Elliot, and Bic Roap 
WALKER, by Eula G. Duncan. The illustrations 
are by Lucy Crockett, and the book resembles 
THAT Mario in format, and also in its leisure- 
ly humor.

Fast, Howard Melvin. GoOETHALS AND THE 
PANAMA CANAL. Messner, 1942. $2.50. 


Starting with his boyhood and ending with 
his death in 1928, Howard Fast uses the life 
of George Washington Goethals as a frame 
around the story of the Panama Canal. While 
he gives an adequate historical survey of the 
Isthmus, his main emphasis is upon the canal 
and Goethals’ part in building it. There is 
no more of Goethals’ personal life in this 
book than there is in Helen Nicolay’s THE 
BRIDGE OF WATER, which is a history of 
Panama. Both books are competently written, 
and a library having one would not need the 


other. Mr. Fast’s book will not take the place 
of a documented life of Goethals, and is not 
as well written as other books by this author; 
but it will be enjoyed as a story, and should 
prove as useful and more popular than the 
Nicolay book. Grades seven up. 


Hader, Berta and Elmer. THe Story oF 
PANCHO AND THE BULL WITH THE CROOK- 
ED TAIL. Macmillan, 1942. $2.00. 


Humorous picture-story about little Pancho, 
the potter's son, who catches a wild bull. 
Realistic action pictures in gay colors and 
black and white, portraying not only animals 
and people, but authentic details of Mexican 
costumes and architecture as well. In size of 
type and length of story reminiscent of Cocx- 
A-DOODLE DOO, but will be popular with older 
children as well as those in primary grades. 


Hamlin, John. Fryinc Horses: a Story OF 
THE MERRY-GO-ROUND. Lippincott, 1942. 
$2.25. 


The thread of the story is the building of 
the first carrousel in this country by a German 
wood carver who came to New York state in 
1879. The reader's interest and sympathy are 
with Dan, an orphan who —- a beautiful 
pony which becomes the model for the flying 

orses of this first merry-go-round. There is 





much here that boys and girls will enjoy: a 
boy of fine character, a lovable little pony, 
gypsies, a circus; and, as a background to the 
story, there are courage and perseverance 
overcoming prejudice and bigotry. Written 
simply and with feeling. Grades 6-9. 


Holdridge, Betty. IsLAND Boy. Holiday House, 
1942. $2.00. 


This story of a small Negro boy of the 
Bahama Islands, giving a realistic picture of 
family life there, and of a sponging expedi- 
tion, is a welcome addition to readable mate- 
rial on the West Indies. The author's style; 
the naturalness of the characters’ actions and 
speech (in dialect); and the format of the 
book, which is illustrated with original litho- 
graphs in brown and white by Paul Lantz, 
have real merit. The sustained interest of the 
plot should make this more popular than 
MouskExKNeEgs, by William C. White, another 
tale of the West Indies for grades 4-7. 


Hunt, Mabel Leigh. “Have You SEEN Tom 
THUMB?” Stokes, 1942. $2.00. 


Fascinating, unforced biography of Charles 
Sherwood Stratton, the perfectly formed mid- 
get who never exceeded thirty-one inches in 

eight. Born in Connecticut in 1838, he was 

discovered at the age of five by P. T. Barnum 
who, while always a master showman, never 
exploited or hurt “General Tom Thumb.” 
Quite the contrary—he rewarded him with 
fairy tales at the end of the day. Will inter- 
est readers of Hitty for converse reasons: 
Tom Thumb, though real, had a fairy-like 
aura about him. Grade five up; adults will 
enjoy also. 


Kipling, Rudyard. Just So Stories - 4 vols. 
Garden City, 1942. 50c each. 


The original versions of these time-tested 
favorites in a welcome new garb. Will be en- 
joyed by parents who read aloud to their chil- 
dren, and by boys and girls nine years or over.

In June, 1940, a Norwegian ship reached 
Baltimore with nine million dollars in gold 
bullion aboard. The author has woven this 
incident into a semi-true story of Norway, 
where children in a small community were 
able to follow explicitly the plans of their 
parents and save the stored gold for the 
cause of freedom. The use of the children to 
sled the gold, day by day, past the unsuspect- 
ing Nazis seems to verge on the melodramatic, 
yet so simply and factually is the story told 
that such action becomes an ordinary occur- 
rence. Grades 4-6. 


Meader, Stephen W. SHADOW IN THE Pines. 
Harcourt, 1942. $2.00. 


An up-to-date adventure story in which 
a Piney boy of New Jersey helps in the cap- 
ture of a group of saboteurs. Modern and fast 
moving, the book will hold the interest of the 
non-reader, and be welcomed by all Meader 
fans. Background and characterization rather 
than plot make the book above average of its 
type. There is a fine feeling for the country 
and its inhabitants. Format and illustrations 
are satisfactory. Grades 6-9. 


Mother Goose. THE TALL BOOK OF MOTHER 
Goose, illustrated by F. Rojankovsky. Har- 
per, 1942. $1.00. 


A new edition, tall and narrow in shape, 
which promises to become a favorite. the 
illustrations, many in full color, are highly 
amusing and original, with a modern touch. 
Includes best known rhymes. Bound in boards 
with paper cover; reinforced edition may be 
best for libraries. 


Newberry, Clare Turlay. MARSHMALLOW.

A rabbit, most appropriately named Marsh- 
mallow, and a middle-aged gray cat learn to 
be friends in a Manhattan apartment. Story 
slight, with not as much interest for children 
as ApRIL’s KITTENS. Pictures are irresistibly 
appealing and lifelike, and make the book 
Larger than author's other books.

Brief, non-technical information, in alpha 
betical arrangement, on all phases of aviation.

“Miss Grace R. Taylor, city librarian (Sac- 
ramento), today was selected by the city 
defense council, with the approval of members 
of the city council, to direct the organization 
and activities of the newly created block plan 
in Sacramento. 

“She will continue as nominal head of the 
library, although all routine functions of the 
institution will be handled by her assistants. 

“City Manager James S. Dean, executive di- 
rector of the defense council, in announcing 
the appointment of Miss Taylor to head the 
block plan organization, declared the librarian 
has had many years of experience as an exec- 
utive and administrator. .. . 

“The manager explained the block plan, 
which will become an integral part of the 
defense organization in this city, will function 
as follows: 

“It is the plan of organization established to 
assure total coverage of all households for 
civilian war services. Civilian war services are 
all those civilian activities, other than protec- 
tion, with which communities and individuals 
must be concerned as part of their contribution 
to the prosecution of the war. 

“They include salvage, transportation, war 
savings, services for service men, recreation, 
consumer interests, nutrition, health and medi- 
cal care, welfare and child care, housing, edu- 
cation, agriculture, labor supply and training 
and plant utilization. 

“The block plan is set up on a geographic 
basis with the actual city block as the unit of 
organization.”

FROM A.L.A. 


Dear California Librarians: 


It is slightly sardonic that now, when libraries are frantically trying to adjust to 
the up-side-downess of everything, we are unable to gather together to tell each 
other “what works”. At its October meeting the executive board of the ALA 
decided that it would not be patriotic, because of transportation needs for war, 
to hold more than necessary business programs at midwinter and in June. Mr. 
Sanderson of Toronto asked that the annual conference be postponed. 


To stoke up steam, however, it was decided to try a national institute at the 
midwinter Council meeting in Chicago, December 28-30, 1942,* to be broadcast 
as a pattern for local institutes which it is hoped that neighborhoods of librarians 
will organize all over the country after the holidays. 


War participation is, of course, the sole purpose of the plan. 


The Midwinter Institute has been planned for four sessions with an expert 
leader, such as Drummond Jones of the Office of War Information, in charge. 
They would follow four different techniques to see which works best for our needs. 
The suggested program is: 


First SEssiON: Monday afternoon—‘Ideas are weapons.” 
One speaker followed by general discussion under a trained leader. 

SEconD SEssion: Monday evening—“What citizens must know and do to help 
win the war.” One speaker followed by discussion in small assigned groups, 
each of which would represent various sizes and types of libraries to give 
a sense of unified effort. 

THIRD SESSION: Tuesday morning—*Preparing for the postwar period.” 
Three speakers followed by discussion in small groups. 


FourTH SEssiON: Tuesday afternoon—‘What librarians can do.” 


Three or four librarians to speak briefly, followed by general discussion 
and ending the institute with summaries from the leaders of the small 
groups of the Monday evening and the Tuesday morning sessions. 


Anita Hostetter at ALA Headquarters will welcome suggestions as to speakers 
or the plan. 


Victory Book Campaign reopens intensive publicity on January 5th with a 
committee in charge composed of Franklin P. Adams, Edward L. Bernays and 
Norman Cousins, editor of the Saturday Review of Literature. National adver- 
tising will run until March 5. All librarians will again be depended upon to collect 
and sort gifts.

1941 - 1942 


This has been a year of many prob- 
lems for the California Library Associa- 
tion. Participation in a global war has 
caused not only changes in the plans for 
the year but has brought many oppor- 
tunities to both librarians and libraries to 
cooperate in the war activities. 

Your Executive Board has been pri- 
marily concerned with giving every pos- 
sible support to the war effort. We are 
proud of the part that California had in 
the successful Victory Book Campaign. 
Althea Warren as National Director and 
Mabel Gillis as State Director brought 
honor to all California libraries. In our 
own State close to 500,000 books were 
collected during the first three months of 
the campaign. War Information Cen- 


ters were established in a large number 
of the libraries of the State immediately 


following the declaration of war; a few 
having been functioning before war was 
declared. Librarians have been eager to 
meet each new challenge which _ these 
chaotic days are bringing. 


It has also been a year of many resig- 
nations, both of officers of the Associa- 
tion and committee members. Military 
service, war activities, marriage and 
change of residence, acceptance of posi- 
tions in other fields and ill health, all 
contributed to the unprecedented num- 
ber of resignations and appointments 
that have been made. 


Two meetings of the Executive Board 
and one meeting of the officers of the 
Association were held during the year. 
Seven District meetings gave many CLA 
members their only opportunity to meet 
and discuss library affairs with their fel- 
low librarians. Your President has had 
the privilege of attending three of these 
meetings.

The work of the Association has been 
carried on, even though curtailed to some 
extent, through the standing and special 
committees. You will be interested in 
the reports of these committees published 
in this issue of the Bulletin. 


It was with sincere regret that the 
Executive Board accepted the resignation 
of Mrs. Jean Casad Bishop, our efficient 
and gracious Executive Secretary since 
July, 1940. Mrs. Bishop’s resignation 
became effective October 30, 1942. A 
committee from the Executive Board was 
appointed to select an Executive Secre- 
tary and has secured Ottilie J. Miller, 
who began her work on November 2nd. 


Our excellent CLA Bulletin has been 
and will continue to be the means of 





bringing to the librarians of California 
the news of the Association, of the ac- 
tivities of the Sections and groups within 
the Association, of librarians and li- 
braries, of committees and information 
of interest to our profession. Grace Mur- 
ray, chairman of the Publications Com- 
mittee and editor of the Bulletin for 
more than two years, has found it neces- 
sary to give up this important work and 
has resigned. Miss Murray has shown 
such outstanding ability in planning, 
editing and preparing for publication 
the material for the Bulletin, that we are 
justly proud of the high place it holds 
among publications in the library field. 
Mr. Coit Coolidge has accepted the 
editorship of the Bulletin for the next 
year. 

When the Association voted to in- 
crease the membership dues at the Del 
Monte meeting, it was hoped that this 
would make it possible for CLA to con- 
tinue important activities and to live 
within its income. The financial state- 
ment for the fiscal year shows that the 
Association has lived within its income 
and has created also a small surplus. This 
was made possible by the increase in the 
total amount received from membership 
dues, and credit must also go in large 
measure to the Advertising Committee 
for obtaining over $900.00 in advertise- 
ments for the Bulletin. In accordance 
with Article 1, Section 3, of the By- 
Laws, all funds which have been re- 
ceived from Life Memberships were 
placed in a separate savings account. 
Only the interest from such funds may 
be used. It is important that every li- 
brarian renew his or her membership if 
we are to continue to be a vital Associa- 
tion. 

After careful consideration the Execu- 
tive Board voted to cancel the Annual 
Meeting scheduled to be held at the Bilt- 
more Hotel, Los Angeles, October 22-24. 
Cancelling the annual meeting brought 
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other problems, foremost of which was 
the election. As there is no provision in 
the Constitution for holding an election 
without an annual meeting, the Execu- 
tive Board adopted the following plan 
based on considerations of expediency 
and economy. State officers now in office 
are to hold over until the next election; 
District Presidents who have held dis 
trict meetings are to resign and District 
Vice-Presidents will become the District 
Presidents; new District Vice-Presidents 
will be appointed; and District Secre- 
taries and State Nominators will hold 
over. District Presidents elected for 
1941-42 have resigned and the new Dis 
trict Presidents are already at work. 


Your President having served the term 
for which she was elected, has resigned 
effective November 15th, 1942. Clara 
Dills, First Vice President - President 
Elect becomes the new President of CLA 
as provided in the Constitution. A new 
Vice President will be appointed. 


I want to express my thanks to my 
associates on the Executive Board for 
their helpful suggestions during this difh- 
cult year, to all those who have served 
and worked so faithfully on committees, 
and to the membership at large for their 
interest in and support of the work of 
our Association.

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DISTRICT MEETINGS 1941 -42 


GOLDEN EMPIRE 


The Golden Empire District held its 
annual meeting in Woodland, March 21, 
1941, with Mrs. Katherine Dombaugh, 
President, presiding. Ethel DeWitt was 
Secretary. 

“Community Planning for Nutrition 
and the Part the Library Can Play” was 
the topic of the morning session, held in 
the County Courthouse. Jane Sedgwick, 
Home Economist in Charge of Nutrition 
Consulting Services, State Department 
of Health, gave a comprehensive discus- 
sion of this timely subject. Copies of the 
many free and inexpensive pamphlets 
available in this field were passed 
throughout the audience. Miss Sedgwick 
closed her speech with a graphic listing 
of the amounts of the different groups 
of foods each person should eat per day 
for maximum health. 

The luncheon and afternoon session 
were held at the Hotel Woodland. 
Mayor Anderson, of Woodland, gave 
the welcoming address. News of the 
Victory Book Campaign in California 
was brought to us by Mabel R. Gillis, 
State Librarian. At that time, of the 
400,000 books received, 290,000 were 
usable. 

Dean Knowles A. Ryerson, University 
of California College of Agriculture, 
was the speaker of the afternoon. His 
address was on “Cooperation in Agricul- 
tural Education With Latin America.” 
Few are as well qualified as Dean Ryer- 
son in this field for he holds the post of 
Chairman of the National Committee 
of International Cooperation in Agricul- 
tural Education. The work of this com- 
mittee is four-fold: To stimulate interest 
in Latin America, its history, economics, 
geography, language, and agriculture; to 
arrange for the exchange of students of 
agriculture between the two Americas; 
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to centralize information about special- 
ists in agriculture to lend to Latin Amer- 
ican countries; to arrange for the estab- 
lishment of an Institute of Tropical Ag- 
riculture in one or more Latin American 
country. In telling of his work in con- 
nection with this committee the Dean 
described in broad terms the cultural and 
economic background of agriculture in 
Latin America. He concluded by em- 
phasizing the importance of the plea, 
“With all thy getting, get understand- 
ing.” 

Members of the nominating committee 
were Faye K. Russell, Chairman; Fran- 
ces Murphy and Bertha Taylor; chair- 
man of the membership committee was 
Esther Schuerman. 


SOUTHERN 


The 1942 meeting of the Southern 
District was held on February 28th. The 
morning session met in Thorne Hall on 
the Occidental College Campus. Miss 
Horton, the District President, called 
the meeting to order and introduced Dr. 
Remsen Bird, President of Occidental 
College. 


Dr. Bird spoke briefly on a very nebu- 
lous subject, “Today’s Chillenge”, but 
managed to leave everyone with a very 
clear idea of what he feels is our chal- 


lenge. He spoke of hearing Edward 
Murrow, the commentator, say that what 
he feared most these days was that “The 
pigs shall inherit the earth”. He felt that 
there would be no place at the peace 
table for such as the likes of Dr. Bird 
and that the peace would be made on the 
same old materialistic bases. But Dr. 
Bird made his speech almost completely 
a reafirmation of his own belief that 
there would be a different kind of peace 
this time, made by men whose ideas on 








the subject would make it impossible for 

the “pigs to inherit the earth”. 
With a few words to the effect that 
in meeting today’s challenge we needed 
some understanding of our adversaries, 
Miss Horton introduced Dr. Leon H. 
Ellis, professor at the University of 
Southern California. Dr. Ellis’ speech 
was a masterful presentation of the his- 
tory of the Japanese people, of the or- 
ganization of their state as a feudal state, 
and why they act as they do today. His 
announced topic was “Overseas Affairs”, 
but he made his speech much more tell- 
ing by limiting himself to this one phase, 
and calling it “Why Japan Acts as She 
Does”. 

Dr. C. Morley Sellery followed Dr. 
Ellis with a talk on the health of the na- 
tion and the great need for casting aside 
our erstwhile complacency in being the 
best fed nation in the world in the face 
of the facts uncovered by the draft re- 
jections. He urged that health be put 
first in the schools today, and that librari- 
ans accept part of the responsibility for 
making nutrition knowledge available. 

Miss Horton called upon Eleanor Hitt 
to tell of the progress of the Victory 
Book Campaign, which was getting un- 
der way, and to answer a number of 
questions. 

A short intermission was then an- 
nounced, and when the meeting was re- 
sumed it was under the Chairmanship 
of Mrs. Mary Duncan Carter, Vice- 
President, who conducted the short busi- 
ness meeting. 

Miss Inness brought greetings from 
the state association and spoke in gen- 
eral of the aspects of civil life which are 
now geared to war demands and of the 

_important part libraries are playing in 
becoming information centers, the sources 
of many services to the military forces 
and to industrial organizations. 

It was thought that it might be helpful 
to have an explanation of the way in 
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which the nominating committees and 
the balloting operate under the new con- 
stitution, so Elizabeth Williams, Chair- 
man of the Nominating Committee, out- 
lined that procedure. 

The meeting was then adjourned to 
reassemble for luncheon and the after- 
noon sessions at the Vista del Arroyo 
Hotel. 

The luncheon speaker was Irving 
Stone. His subject, “Creative Art in a 
Time of Crisis”, turned out to be the 
basis of a sort of fight talk to librarians, 
urging them to realize the power and 
force of the printed word, and in their 
capacities of distributors of that ammu- 
nition, help themselves and others to 
find the answer to the question, “What 
kind of world do I want to live in”, and 
do something about bringing it about. 
What Mr. Stone had to say seemed to 
echo what the speakers of the morning 
had said, that the creative arts can do 
much to help to keep “the pigs from in- 
heriting the earth”. 

At 2:30 p.m. seven discussion groups 
met in various rooms about the hotel. 

There were about 300 members in at- 
tendance at the District meeting. Fran- 
ces M. Christeson was Secretary. 


SAN FRANCISCO BAY 


On Saturday, May 23, 1942, the San 
Francisco Bay District and the Portola 
District held a joint meeting at the 
Claremont Hotel in Berkeley. Mrs. 
Marie Wild, President of the San Fran- 
cisco Bay District, presided. Jeanette G. 
Gormley was Secretary. 

Mrs. Wild introduced Mrs. Mariano 
S. Sulit of the Philippine Bar. Mrs. 
Sulit, in her talk on the “Epic of Ba- 
taan”, reviewed Philippine history. The 
courage and bravery of the Filipinos was 
not shown simply out of gratitude or 
friendliness nor even out of appreciation. 
Filipinos fought with their American 
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comrades for the ideals and traditions 
which Filipinos and Americans share. In 
April, Bataan fell, but Filipinos will still 
carry on the fight against Japanese domi- 
nation. With two-thirds of the Philip- 
pines’ 7000 islands still virtually unoc- 
cupied, her 17 million people will con- 
tinue to fight against Japan. “Partisan” 
warfare, the warfare of small groups, 
will be carried on. Filipinos in America 
have formed a contingent at San Luis 
Obispo where they will train to be ready 
to take part in the conflict wherever and 
whenever they are needed. Filipino wo- 
men in America number about 3000 in 
contrast to 45,000 Filipino men. This 
small group of Filipino women are doing 
their share in Red Cross and in AWVS 
war work. Filipinos want independence. 
American teaching has taught them to 
want to be independent. U. S. intro 
duced the public school system and free 
libraries as part of American tradition 
which has been adopted in the Philippine 
Commonwealth. Illiteracy was reduced 
from 85 per cent in 1898 to 25 per cent 
in 1941. A plea to learn more about the 
Philippines, her people and her culture, 
was made. Material on Philippine Com- 
monwealth would be placed in every 
American library. Mrs. Wild thanked 
Mrs. Sulit for her talk and expressed 
the appreciation of the membership of 
the two districts. 


Be.ause there was not a quorum in 
attendance at the meeting, no official 
business could be voted upon. As at the 
Portola District meeting, to which S. F. 
Bay District members had been invited, 
the question of a merger of the Portola 
and §. F. Bay districts was discussed. 
Points in favor of the merger were: (1) 
decreased overhead of expense of CLA 
by having one district meeting and one 
set of officers, (2) combined districts 
would have a strong voting power. Ob- 
jections made were: (1) fewer members 
would be able to attend meetings of a 
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larger district because of transportation 
difficulties and increased costs of longer 
trips. 


Margaret Miller announced that the 
Supplement to the Union List of Serials 
of the San Francisco Bay Region was 
completed and for sale at 818 Merchants 
Exchange Building, San Francisco. 


Greetings were received from Mabel 
Inness. Members were asked to attend 
the California Library Association an- 
nual meeting, planned to be held at Los 
Angeles, Hotel Biltmore, October 22, 
1942. 


After a brief recess, the panel discus- 
sion of library personnel problems, “Is a 
book enough?” took place. Mrs. Wild 
introduced the speakers who treated var- 
ious phases of library personnel ques- 
tions. Dr. Benjamin E. Mallary, member 
of the State Personnel Board and of the 
staff of the School of Education, Uni- 
versity of California, was moderator. 
Speakers on the panel were Margaret 
Hatch, Librarian, Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company Library, who dis- 
cussed “Qualifications for a Special Li- 
brarian”; Robert Gitler, Instructor and 
Head of Circulation Department of San 
Jose State College Library, who dis- 
cussed “The Right Person for the Right 
Job”; Philip Berger of the Alameda 
Civil Service Commission, who discussed 
“Oral Interviews”, and Jerome K. Wil- 
cox, Associate Librarian of University of 
California Library, who discussed “The 
War Hits the Library Staff”. 


PORTOLA 


A joint meeting of Portola and San 
Francisco Bay Districts was held on 
April 11th and 12th at Hotel Del Monte 
with Mrs. Bertha D. Hellum, Portola 


District President, presiding, and Dor- 
othy Hamilton serving as Secretary. 





About fifty members and guests as- 
sembled for luncheon, and were wel- 
comed to the Monterey Peninsula by 
Emmet McMenamin, Mayor of the City 
of Monterey. A telegram from Miss 
Gillis was read, in which she expressed 
her regrets at being unable to attend the 
meeting. 

Following the luncheon, Dr. D. T. 
MacDougal, eminent botanist and auth- 
or, talked on the subject “Guayule”. 
Plant specimens as well as manufactured 
rubber were displayed, followed by an 
invitation to visit a nearby guayule farm. 
An extensive bibliography on the subject 
of guayule was made available with the 
printed program for the meeting. 


The second session opened with greet- 
ings from Mabel Inness, CLA President, 
who announced the time and place of the 
next annual meeting of the Association 
and urged all to be present. “Camp Li- 
brary Experiences” were presented by 
Winifred Seeley and Rebecca Breskin, 
Librarians at Fort Ord. Their interesting 
talks were highlighted by the appearance 
of Private William Kirk, who presented 
both the library assistant’s and soldier's 
point of view. Lt. F. K. Connell, assist- 
ant in charge of Public Relations at 
Headquarters, Fort Ord, explained the 
“Zip Your Lip” campaign which is now 
in progress and stressed the important 
part libraries have to play in this vital 
effort to safeguard information. 

Chief item of discussion at the busi- 
ness meeting which followed was the 
proposal to merge Portola and San Fran- 
cisco Bay districts. After considerable 
discussion, the President appointed Fred- 
erick Wemmer, Robert Gitler and Mar- 
garet Windsor as a committee to make 
further study of the question and pre- 
sent a report the following morning. 
Membership Chairman Muriel Mitchell 
made an appeal for increased member- 
ship in CLA, and Advertising Chairman 
Frederick Wemmer of the Bulletin 
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stressed the importance of soliciting ad- 
vertising for our publication. 

Following dinner, a most enjoyable 
evening was spent with Colonel and 
Mrs. George Stuart who talked on 
“Piang, MacArthur and the Philip- 
pines”. These intimate glimpses of peo- 
ple and places uppermost in our minds 
at present were enthusiastically received 
by members and guests present. 

Sunday morning was given over to the 
topic: “How Essential Are Libraries in 
War Time?” Speakers were Guy S. 
Curtis, Councilman of the City of Mon- 
terey, and Edwin Castagna, Librarian of 
the Washoe County Library, Reno, Ne- 
vada. Mr. Curtis, entirely sympathetic 
with maintaining libraries in war time, 
reminded his audience that safeguarding 
of life, with its attendant increased pub- 
lic expenditure, would have to receive 
first consideration in budget making dur- 
ing war time. Mr. Castagna presented 
practical reasons for libraries, with clear 
statements of what we do and what we 
can do. The discussion following these 
talks brought forth suggestions for speci- 
fic adjustments in library service which 
will cut costs to the taxpayers. 

The committee appointed to study the 
merger submitted a resolution which 
was adopted, and in the absence of a 
quorum, twenty-five members signed the 
petition to be presented to the Executive 
Committee of the CLA requesting the 
formation of a new district. 


YOSEMITE 


The annual meeting of the Yosemite 
District was held in Visalia on March 
28, 1942, with Eleanor Wilson presiding 
and Mrs. Isabelle DeWitt acting as Sec- 
retary. The program had the general 
theme of “The Library’s Place in the 
Educational System”. 

DeWitt Montgomery, City Superin- 
tendent of Schools, welcomed members 
to Visalia and to the Sierra Vista School, 
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where the meeting was so fittingly held. 
Mabel Inness brought greetings from the 
CLA and invited all members to attend 
the State convention in Los Angeles in 
October. 

Mabel Gillis spoke on “Today's Edu- 
cational Challenge”, Miss Gillis dis- 
cussed the new problems confronting 
libraries today as a result of the war 
emergency and of defense preparations 
in California. She stressed the need for 
the libraries to be better advertisers and 
better prepared to meet the increased de- 
mands for technical books in many fields. 

The panel discussion which followed, 
presided over by Mrs. Harriet Davids of 
Kings County Library, was carried on 
with spirit and interest and gave a gen- 
eral idea of what libraries are, or should 
be, doing during this emergency. Speak- 
ers on the panel were Blanche Galloway 
of Madera County Library, Mrs. Mila 
De Laveaga of Kern County Library, 
Mrs. Jeanette D. Clear of Fresno Coun- 
ty Library, Helen E. Burgess of Tulare 
County Library, and Mrs. Isabelle L. 
DeWitt of Merced County Library. 


In the afternoon Charles Todd, assist- 
ant manager of the Tulare Farm Work- 
ers Community, told about “Document- 
ing America for the Library of Con- 
gress”, a project in which he worked be- 
fore coming to his present position. The 
work was carried on by sending men all 
over the country to make recordings of 
American folk songs. Mr. Todd’s work 
was recording the songs of the migrant 
people who came to California in recent 
years. The records are being collected in 
albums and may be rented or purchased 
from the Library of Congress. Some 
have already been arranged with expla- 
nations by the collector for half-hour 
radio programs. 


The final speaker on the program was 
Leposava Stankovitch, a native of Yugo- 
slavia, now a resident of Los Angeles. 
She told of the libraries in her home land 
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and the recent development of the public 
library idea. 

The closing feature of the program 
was discussion group meetings: Reader’s 
Advisory Service as an Educational Aid, 
Helen Bird, leader; Library Posters and 
Displays, Mrs. Flossie Hartsook, leader; 
Keeping Up with Young America, Mrs. 
Ruth Nankeville, leader; Wartime Co- 
operation Between High School, College 
and Public Library, E. Ben Evans, lead- 
er; The Junior Member’s Roie in the 
Educational Scheme, Marian McLees, 
leader. 


MT. SHASTA 


The Mount Shasta District annual 
meeting was held May 2, 1942, in Red 
Bluff. 


During the morning the Tehama Co. 
Library and Herbert Kraft Public Library 
held open house. 


A delightful luncheon, with Evalyn 
Peat presiding, was the occasion for 
greeting old and new friends. 

At 2 p.m. Miss Peat, District Presi- 
dent, called the business meeting to or- 
der in the Court Room. Mrs. Lila G. 
Adams was Secretary. A membership 
report was given by Albert Lake, and 
non-members were urged to join the 
CLA. 

Miss Gillis, reporting on the VBC, 
gave definite figures and told of the va- 
riety of contacts which the campaign 
has brought to the various libraries.

to come through in the last resort merely 
because we have tanks and aeroplanes; 
we are going to come through because 
we have courage and ideas and faith and 
intelligence; and for all these we need 


books.” 


Round table discussions on Current 
library problems, Poster work, and work 
with boys and girls followed the after- 
noon meeting. 

During the dinner meeting, held at 
Hotel Tremont, the Little orchestra from 
Red Bluff H.S. very ably entertained. 
Patriotic decorations added much to the 
enjoyment of the evening. Prof. George 
Hedley of Mills College, speaker of the 
evening, chose as his subject, The Dewey 
Decimal of the War. In a most inter- 
esting and informative talk, Prof. Hed- 
ley linked each of the ten classes to some 
point of the war and drew definite con- 
clusions as to the effect of the war on 
classifications, and something of our 
place in the rebuilding. 

The Juniors met Sunday morning for 
a picnic.

A short business meeting concluded 
the session. Mrs. Esther H. Talmadge 
served as Secretary.

Considering the rubber and gasoline 
and transportation restrictions, and no 
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annual CLA convention this year, the 
Section officers wish to call to your at- 
tention Article V, Section 6, of the By- 
Laws of the California Library Associa- 
tion, adopted April 20, 1940. 

“Sections may form district groups in the 
following manner: A petition for establish- 
ment of a district section group signed by not 
less than five members of the section, who 
signify their intention to become charter 
members in a district section, shall be sub- 
mitted to the Section Council. The Council 
shall then make a recommendation regarding 
its establishment, which recommendation shall 
be presented for approval at the next annual 
meeting of the section. Section members in 
each district so organized may, within two 
months following the annual meeting of the 
CLA elect a district chairman who shall rep- 
resent the district section on the Section 
Council of the State.” 

We do not contemplate forming a dis- 
trict section group in the Los Angeles 
area unless the proper petition is made, 
for there is already a most effective, 
working unit there in the Public Library 
Executives’ Association of Los Angeles 
County. Library executives outside Los 
Angeles County are often invited to at- 
tend the bi-monthly meetings. 

However, other districts may wish to 
take advantage of this opportunity to 
form a district municipal public library 
section during the critical days ahead. 

Your Municipal Council members will 
give you the closest cooperation. They 
are: Mrs. Ella Whittle Pimentel, Good- 
man Library, Napa; Amy L. Boynton, 
Lodi Public Library; Doris Hoit, Pasa- 
dena Public Library, Mrs. Louise Blink- 
hern, San Marino Public Library, and 
Eugene McKnight, Alhambra Public Li- 
brary. Mr. McKnight is also chairman of 
the Section.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The treasurer prepared an estimate of 
the probable income for the fiscal year 
1941-42, and presented it to the CLA 
Executive Board, meeting in Del Monte 
on October 18, 1941, together with a 
tentative budget, including requests for 
grants of funds from all CLA commit- 
tees. The task of compiling the budget 
by the Executive Board has been a difh- 
cult one this year, due to the uncertainty 
of the amount which would be realized 
from the new scale of dues and the rising 
cost of materials. 


At the Executive Committee meeting 
in Sacramento on March 7, 1942, the 
salary of the executive secretary was in- 
creased to $150.00 per month, beginning 
January Ist, 1942. This increase was 
necessitated by the rising cost of living. 


The Finance Committee recommends 
to the Executive Board that an amend- 
ment be proposed to Article I, Section I 
of the By-Laws which would change the 
fiscal year of the Association from Sep- 
tember Ist - August 31st to January Ist - 
December 31st. Their reasons for desir- 
ing this change are: 


First: The fiscal year will then co- 
incide with the membership year. 


Second: The bills of the outgoing 
president can be paid following his an- 


nual meeting from the budget of his year, 
rather than that of his successor. The 
change to a fall meeting date for the 
Association has caused this complication. 
For example: the expenditure for com- 
mittees in the 1941-42 Treasurer's report 
is unusually high. It represents expendi- 
tures of part of the year 1940-41 and 
1941-42 and is not a true picture of 
either year’s activities. 


Third: The Executive Secretary and 
Treasurer request this change in order to 
secure more accurate budget compari- 
sons. 


The Finance Committee beseeches the 
continued loyal support of each member 
for the California Library Association. 
We are passing through troubled times. 
Meetings have been cancelled, such pro- 
grams as can be carried on should be 
continued with vigor. Your Executive 
Board must plan only such activities as 
can be financed from income received. 
The prompt payment of your dues and 
the recruiting of new CLA members 
will make possible a vital Association in 
the year ahead.

PUBLIC RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


The electric change from “Defense” to 
“War” has affected libraries all over the 
nation. It has affected the plans and 
efforts of the Public Relations Committee 
of the California Library Association as 
well. 


The work of the Committee has been 
hampered this year not only by the all- 
out defense activities of its personnel, but 
also by the death of Mrs. Patricia O. 
Dutcher of the Pasadena Public Library, 
a member from whom much had been 
expected. Miss Warren, always an in- 
spiration on any committee, was kept 
busy during the earlier part of the year 
by the Victory Book Campaign. The 
chairman wrote two brief reports for the 
Bulletin, telling what some individual 
libraries and librarians are doing in the 
field of public relations, and asking that 
reports of further activities be sent in. 
Continuing the policy of previous similar 
committees since the establishment of the 


Bulletin, that useful quarterly was con- 
sidered the proper vehicle for the pub 
licity which had been the chief task of 
the committee. 


At the March 7 meeting of the CLA 
Executive Board, it was decided to dis- 
continue the Citizens’ Library Council, 
and to invite each of its members to be- 
come an associate member of the Cali- 
fornia Library Association. It is sad to 
report that very few responded to this 
suggestion. 


The Committee has made an earnest 
endeavor to make the resources and po- 
tentialities of California libraries known 
to Red Cross, USO, service clubs, and 
similar organizations. From the head of 
the Pacific Branch of the American Red 
Cross came assurances that local libraries 
would be consulted and asked to co- 
operate in all Red Cross roll calls. As 
usual, cooperation with the U. C. Agri- 
cultural Extension work has been close, 
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one example being the many library ex- 
hibits at the state-wide Nutrition Insti- 
tutes held in the spring. 

Other endeavors to bring libraries to 
the attention of the general public have 
been made by the Committee, but with 
little success. The recommendation of 
the chairman (who has found it difficult 
to consult with the Committee as a 
whole) is that individual libraries and 
librarians, knowing their respective com- 
munities, should lose no opportunity of 
obtaining publicity which would inform 
the public of what libraries are doing, 
and what they are able to do. “Boiler- 
plate” releases cannot do much good, for 
communities vary too greatly for such 
generalized publicity. A further recom- 
mendation is that the work of various 
committees be clarified and coordinated, 
particularly where war activities, or re- 
ports of those activities are concerned.

PUBLICATIONS COMMITTEE 


The Publications Committee continued 
this year to manage the editing, printing, 
and distribution of the Association's 
publications. During the period Septem- 
ber 1, 1941-October 31, 1942, there have 
been five quarterly issues of the Bulletin 
(vol. 3, nos. 1-4; vol. 4, no. 1) and the 
annual index to volume 3. 

The editorial policy has been main- 
tained without change: to make the Bul- 
letin as attractive as possible in appear- 
ance and content while keeping the for- 
mat simple and comparatively inexpen- 
sive. Material available in other profes- 
sional journals is not repeated in the 
CLA Bulletin, except if it be of special 
local interest or significance. It is in- 
tended to keep the scope of content 
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broad enough so that there will be ma- 
terial appealing to librarians in all fields 
of activity, and particularly to interest 
the library assistant as well as the chief 
librarian. 

Proceedings of the CLA annual meet- 
ing and lists of officers and committees 
for the succeeding year are printed in 
the first issue of the Bulletin (normally 
December) following the conference. 
The directory of CLA members is print- 
ed in the June issue, since publication of 
the list at that time makes it possible to 
include all memberships paid prior to 
the delinquency date, May first. 


A Roundabout of Books ceased publi- 
cation as a separate monthly bulletin 
with its October, 1941, issue. Beginning 
in March, 1942, there has been in each 
issue of the CLA Bulletin a similar selec- 
tive list of books for boys and girls or an 
article by an authority on the guidance 
of children’s reading. 


Since September 1, 1941, there have 
been orders for the following miscellane- 
ous publications: 1 copy Salary Classifi- 
cation, 3 copies Union List of Serials in 
Southern California, 8 issues of the Bul- 
letin, and 206 copies of the reprint of 
the classified list of Library Tasks. In 
addition to the regular mailing list of 
about 2083 CLA members, there are 17 
separate subscriptions to the Bulletin 
from public and college libraries across 
America. Subscriptions are exchanged, 
also, for publications of 9 other library 
associations in the United States and 
Canada, India and Hawaii. Free copies 
are sent to contributors, to advertisers, 
and to the American Library Associa- 
tion, the Library of Congress, the Phila- 
delphia Bibliographical Center, the New 
York Public Library Permanent Library 
Collection, the Library Journal and Wil- 
son Library Bulletin. 2300 copies are 
printed of each quarterly issue. 250 
copies of the annual Index to the Bulle- 
tin are ordered for distribution to CLA 
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institutional members and to others on 
request. 

When Frederick Wemmer resigned in 
June, 1942, to serve as an Army post 
librarian in Alaska, Elizabeth Paterson 
took over his duties as Advertising Man- 
ager. The Sub-Committee for Advertis- 
ing (made up of the manager and sev- 
eral assistants throughout the State) has 
been successful in maintaining old and 
initiating new contracts with 35 different 
firms, to fill an average of 9 pages per 
issue of the Bulletin with paid advertise- 
ments and so to account for income suf- 
ficient to cover half of the cost of print- 
ing and distributing the Bulletin. It does 
not seem possible that this high ratio of 
advertising income to be abated against 
costs can be maintained for the next 
year, however, even with increased ac- 
tivity on the part of the Advertising 
Manager, since many firms are at pres- 
ent cutting advertising allotments and 
since the bid for publishing volume 4 of 
the Bulletin is about 15 per cent higher 
than it was for the past year (because of 
higher cost of supplies and labor). 

Many of the Association's activities 
(conferences and committee work) are 
being curtailed because the war effort 
now has first call on the time and abili- 
ties of California librarians. For this 
reason CLA Bulletin must assume the 
further responsibility of being the single 
medium for exchange of news and other 
information pertinent to libraries and 
librarians of the State, as well as being 
the official mouth-piece of the California 
Library Association. The Publications 
Committee urges that CLA members co- 
operate actively in the rounding up of 
news items and articles to be printed in 
the Bulletin, to assist the editor in get- 
ting interesting and important informa- 
tion to the attention of fellow members. 

It is hoped that funds will be provided 
this next year for printing the Cumula- 
tive Index to the Handbook and Pro- 





ceedings, 1933-1939 (numbers 35-40), 
to supplement the original printed index 
to CLA publications, 1895-1932. Copy 
for the supplementary cumulative index 
was prepared in 1941 by Jeannette 
Hitchcock and has been held for printing 
funds to be made available. Now that 
the CLA Bulletin is being indexed each 
year there is just that one gap to be filled 
by publication of the 1933-1939 cumula- 
tive index. 

Mrs. Harriet S. Davids succeeded 
Gretchen Knief Schenk as a member of 
the Publications Committee in August, 
1942, when Mrs. Schenk became Wash- 
ington State Librarian. Mrs. Josephine 
D. Rhodehamel withdrew from active 
participation in the Committee work 
some time ago. Now at the close of this 
year resignations have been submitted by 
the Editor, the Advertising Manager 
(who is leaving California), and the 
CLA Executive Secretary (Jean Bishop), 
who is ex-officio member of the Publica- 
tions Committee. With the appointment 
of a new Chairman and Editor of Publi- 
cations, the Committee will be reorgan- 
ized in November, 1942, to carry on the 
publications work of the Association.

BULLETIN ADVERTISING 
COMMITTEE 


The Advertising Committee has taken 
a more definite form during this second 
year of its existence. Instead of the large 
committee of sixty, a smaller, more ac- 
tive group of five members was appoint- 
ed to carry on the work as a sub-commit- 
tee under the Publications Committee. 


This smaller committee kept closely in 
touch with the Advertising Chairman 
and did much of the preliminary work 
in securing advertisers for the CLA 
Bulletin. 


During the past year, a new feature 
was also added—the PERSONAL. 
These small ads, based on the famous 
column in a well-known book reviewing 
periodical, offer an inexpensive but very 
attractive form of advertising. The com- 
mittee hopes to develop this form further 
in the future. 


To Mr. Wemmer, who served as 
Chairman until July, and to Miss Casad, 
CLA Executive Secretary, go much of 
the credit for a successful year of Bulle- 
tin advertising. The figures speak for 


themselves—income from advertising 
during the year, $939.50; amount antici- 
pated in the budget, $850. 


CLA members are again urged to as- 
sist the Committee by suggesting poten- 
tial advertisers and especially by using 
every opportunity to make our advertis- 
ers feel that their support is appreciated.

REGIONAL COOPERATION 
AND PROFESSIONAL RELATIONS 
COMMITTEE 


Soon after this year’s Committee mem- 
bers took up their duties the United 
States was at war, so that library meet- 
ings and professional activities have been 
subordinated to the war effort. 


The combined Committee has contin- 
ued its second year acting as a clearing 
house for the Association in all matters 
of regional and professional activities re- 
lating to librarianship and has reported 
such material in the CLA Bulletin. An- 
nouncements of scheduled library meet- 
ings, giving date, place, subject or loca- 
tion have been listed in the “Mark These 
Dates on Your Calendar” feature in each 
issue of the Bulletin. The “News Round- 
up” has given progress reports of activi- 
ties of committees, professional groups 
and districts, reports of personnel mat- 
ters of general interest, developments of 
special projects, and announcements of 
new publications of library organizations. 


Since the activities and interests of 
library staffs and administrators alike 
have been centered on war information 
and industrial production, the committee 
undertook to question one hundred 
libraries of the State on the details of 
their participation in war activities. The 
replies received from seventy-nine libra- 
ries, summarized in the June 1942 Bulle- 
tin, indicated that, as individuals, Cali- 
fornia librarians were serving on defense 
committees, acting as wardens and tak- 
ing training courses to prepare for de- 
fense activities. Library doors have been 
opened to war committees and classes. 
Special privileges have been given to 
men in the armed forces and in war in- 
dustries. Library policies and book pur- 
chases have been influenced by the de- 








mands for technical and scientific sub- 
jects. The establishment of war informa- 
tion centers has been widespread. 


This committee must operate entirely 
by correspondence, so the task of con- 
tact the many library groups throughout 
the State is an overwhelming task. There 
is definite need for a listing of all library 
clubs, staff organizations, professional 
groups and committees, giving officers, 
addresses and other pertinent informa- 
tion about each. This could be done most 
expeditiously by each district of the Cali- 
fornia Library Association. This com- 
mittee strongly urges the establishment 
of a corresponding committee in each 
district. The splendid accomplishments 
of the Regional Cooperation Committee 
of the Southern District would seem to 
prove the need for like committees in 
each unit of the Association. 


The excellent “Procedure Manual” 
written by the chairman of last year’s 
committee has been of great assistance 
in defining the work for this committee. 
However, there is still some confusion 
regarding the specific activities of vari- 
ous committees. There is some overlap- 
ping, particularly with the work of the 
Public Relations and National Defense 
committees. We strongly urge that a 
group be appointed to study the work of 
the various California Library Associa- 
tion committees and sections and define 
each in a manual such as that compiled 
for the New York Library Association 
by Rebecca Rankin.

CONSTITUTION REVISION 
COMMITTEE 


The Committee, appointed in October 
of 1941, sought to study the recommen- 
dations of the 1940-1941 Constitutional 
Revision Committee and to effect 
changes, through the medium of the 
California Library Association, which 
would facilitate the operations of the 
Association. 

One committee meeting was held at 
the Portola District Meeting at the Hotel 
Del Monte on April 11, 1942. The work 
of this meeting was continued by means 
of correspondence among the committee 
members. 

The Committee would have recom- 
mended changes to the membership at 
large had there been the regular annual 
meeting. Since these changes cannot be 
placed before the membership at large, 
the Constitutional Revision Committee 
recommends the following revision to 
the incoming committee :— 


ARTICLE III—MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. Types of «Membership. 

a. Active members. Any person re- 
siding in California who is at pres

Section 3. ALA Chapter. To widen 


its contacts, this Association may affiliate 
with the American Library Association 
as a chapter and shall annually elect, as 
provided in the CLA By-laws and in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution and By- 
laws of the American Library Associa- 
tion, a delegate or delegates.

ARTICLE VII—APPOINTMENTS 
BY-LAWS OF THE

ARTICLE I—OFFICIAL YEAR 

Section 1. Fiscal year. The fiscal 
year of the California Library Associa- 
tion shall be the calendar year, from 
January 1st to December 31st of a given 
year. 

ARTICLE II—DuEs AND FEES 

Section 5. ALA Dues. Provision 
shall be made in the annual budget to 
pay to the American Library Association 
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annual dues, in accordance with its re- 
quirements. 


ARTICLE [V¥V—Liprary DisTRIcTs 
Section 3. Nominations and Elections. 
a. District Nominating Committee. 

The District President shall ap- 
point a nominating committee 
whose duty it shall be to prepare 
a report which shall constitute the 
district's official ballot. This report 
shall include the names of candi- 
dates for the positions of Vice 
President who shall serve as Presi- 
dent-Elect, Secretary and State 
nominator or nominators. The 
committee shall name one or more 
persons for each office. No person 
shall be nominated who is not a 
member of the State Association, 
who is not a resident of the dis- 
trict, and whose consent has not 
been obtained. A member may be 
a candidate for one office only. 


ARTICLE VI—NOoMINATIONS 


Section 2. Candidates. The report of 
the nominating committee shall be filed 
with the Executive Secretary not later 
than forty-five (45) days before the 
annual meeting. The committee shall 
name one or more persons for the offices 
of Vice President who shall be President- 
elect, Second Vice President and Treas- 
urer and a delegate or delegates to the 
Council of the American Library Asso- 
ciation as indicated in Article IV, Sec- 
tion 3 of the Constitution. A member's 
consent must be obtained before his 
name may be placed on the ballot by 
the nominating committee. A member 
may be a candidate for one office only. 

Section 4. Voting power. 

a. Official Count of Membership. No 
person joining the Association and 
no member whose dues are unpaid 
later than June 1 shall be included 
by the Executive Secretary in the 
count which shall determine the 





voting power of the nominators at 
the meeting of the Nominating 
Committee of that year. 


ARTICLE VII—ELECTIONS 

Section 1. Time. Elections of the 
State and District officers, the district 
nominators and the delegate, or delegates, 
to the Council of the American Library 
Association shall be announced at the 
last regular session of the annual meet- 
ing of the Association at which time the 
election committee, appointed by the 
President, shall present the report. 

Section 3. Method. The official ballot 
together with the district ballot proper 
to each member shall be mailed by the 
Executive Secretary to each paid-up 
member at least 30 days prior to the 
annual meeting of the Association. Bal- 
lots for district officers and nominators, 
for delegate or delegates, to the Council 
of the American Library Association and 
for state officers, shall be cast at the 
same time and all voting shall be con- 
ducted by mail. 


ARTICLE VIIJ—DUvuTIEs OF OFFICERS 
Section 5. Executive Secretary. The 
Executive Secretary shall perform the 
following duties: 
6. Assign a serial number to each 
member, upon payment of 
dues. 


ARTICLE [X—DutTiEs oF COMMITTEES 


Section 1. Education. The Commit- 
tee on Education shall be composed of 
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at least five members. Four of the Com- 
mittee should be library school graduates, 
each of a different school. In addition 
each library school in the state may name 
a representative graduate who is engaged 
in library work as an advisory member 
of the Committee. These advisory mem- 
bers should be given notice of all meet- 
ings, agenda and proceedings. The Com- 
mittee shall study problems relating to 
education for librarianship, in-service 
training, institutions, forums, extension 
courses and special study in particular 
subjects and shall make recommendations 
relative to these matters. 

Section 5. Membership. The Member- 
ship Committee shall be composed of 
District Membership Chairmen and in 
addition the Membership Representatives 
of the American Library Association 
shall be ex-officio members of this Com- 
mittee which shall endeavor to enlist a 
large and active membership in the Cali- 
fornia Library Association. 

Section 8. Publications. The Commit- 
tee on Publications shall take charge of 
any publications authorized by the Exec- 
utive Board or by the Association at 
large. The Executive Secretary shall act 
as an ex-officio member of this commit- 
tee. 

Members of the Committee are Amy 
Boynton, Mary B. Kellogg, Bessie Silver- 
thorn and Grace Taylor.

CONSTITUTION OF THE 
CALIFORNIA LIBRARY ASSOCIATION" 


Adopted April 20, 1940 


ARTICLE I— NAME 
The name of this Association shall be the California Library Association. 


ARTICLE II — OBJECT 
The object of the California Library Association shall be to promote library service 
and librarianship. 
ARTICLE III — MEMBERSHIP 
Section 1. Types of Membership. 


a. Active members. Any person or institution actually or previously engaged in 
library work may become an active member of this Association and be entitled 
to all its privileges upon payment of the initiation fee and dues as provided in 
the By-Laws. 

. Affiliate members. Out of state, retired or unemployed librarians may become 
affiliate members upon payment of the initiation fee and dues as provided in the 
By-Laws. 

. Associate members. Upon payment of the initiation fee and dues as provided 
in the By-Laws: 

1. Any person interested in library work may become an associate member. 
2. Any library association or other organization may become an associate 
member upon approval of the Executive Board. 

. Life members. Any person eligible for active membership may become a life 
member upon payment of fees as provided in the By-Laws. 

. Honorary members. Upon recommendation of the Execuitve Board, persons who 
have rendered important service to library interests or to the cause of education 
in general may be elected to honorary membership. 

Ex-Officio members. A library's membership in this Association shall entitle the 
members of its governing board to be ex-officio members. 

Section 2. Voting Privilege. Each active and life member of the Association in good 
standing shall be entitled to all voting privileges. Governing boards of libraries, through 
a delegated representative, may have one vote in all questions which come before the 
Association. 

ARTICLE IV — ORGANIZATION 


Section 1. Districts. To facilitate the work of the Association the state shall be 
divided into districts, as provided in the By-Laws, the number of districts to be condi- 
tioned by the growth of libraries throughout the state. 

Section 2. Sections. To stimulate the interest of special groups, sections of this 
Association may be created from time to time, with the approval of the Executive Board, 
in accordance with the provisions in the By-Laws. 

Section 3. A. L. A. Chapter. To widen its contacts, this Association may affiliate 
with the American Library Association as a chapter and shall elect annually a delegate 
to the Council of the American Library Association, as provided in the By-Laws. 

Section 4. Regional Association. Upon recommendation of the Executive Board and 
two-thirds vote of the entire membership this association may join as a chapter with 
library associations in neighboring states to form a regional association or may join 
as a chapter with any such existing regional association. 


ARTICLE V— MANAGEMENT 


Section 1. Officers. The officers of this Association shall be a President, a Vice- 
President, who shall be President-Elect, a Second Vice-President, and a Treasurer. 


“Index printed at end of the Constitution and By-Laws. 
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These officers shall perform the duties usually pertaining to their offices and any other 
duties mentioned in the By-Laws. 

Section 2. Executive Board Members. There shall be a general Executive Board 
consisting of the Officers named in Section 1 of this Article, the retiring President, and 
the District Presidents. This Board shall serve in an advisory capacity to the President 
and the Association, and shall be empowered to authorize expenditures as indicated in 
the By-Laws. The Executive Secretary shall serve as an ex-officio member of this Board. 

Section 3. Vacancies. In the case of a vacancy in any office, except that of President, 
the Executive Board may designate some person to discharge the duties of the office 
until the next annual meeting. 


ARTICLE VI — COMMITTEES 


Section 1. Standing Committees. The President shall appoint, in accordance with 
the By-Laws and subject to the approval of the Executive Board, the chairmen of the 
following standing committees: Education, Finance, Legislative, Library Standards, 
Membership, Public Relations, Publications, Resolutions, and Nominating. The personnel 
of these committees, with the exception of the Finance, Library Standards, and the 
Resolutions Committees, shall consist of the chairmen of the like District committees 
from those districts where such committees exist. In those cases where fewer than two 
Districts have like committees to those of the state association, the President may 
appoint a member or members from different areas of the state to bring the committee 
membership to at least five. The President shall serve as ex-officio member of all com- 
mittees and shall cast a deciding vote whenever such is required. 

Section 2. Special Committees. The President may appoint other special committees, 
subject to the approval of the Executive Board. 


ARTICLE VII— APPOINTMENT OF EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


Section 1. Executive Secretary. The Executive Secretary, whose compensation shall 
be fixed by the Executive Board, shall be appointed by and hold office at its pleasure. 
Section 2. Parliamentarian. The President shall appoint as Parliamentcrian a mem- 
ber of the Association familiar with parliamentary procedure. 


ARTICLE VIII— NOMINATION AND ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


Section 1. Method. All officers listed in Article V, Section 1 of this Constitution, 
shall be nominated and elected as provided in the By-Laws. 

Section 2. Term of Office. All officers and all members of the Executive Board shall 
hold office for one year or until their successors are elected (or appointed) and qualified 
for office. Officers shall assume their duties immediately after adjournment of the last 
business session of the annual meeting. 


ARTICLE IX — MEETINGS 
Meetings shall be held as provided in the By-Laws. 


ARTICLE X— BY-LAWS 


Amendments to by-laws may be proposed either by initiatory petition of twenty-five 
active members or by resolution of the Executive Board or by written report of a special 
committee appointed to report thereon. By-Laws may be amended by two-thirds vote 
of the active members present and voting at any annual business meeting provided 
that written notice of such change shall have been mailed to all active members at 
least fifteen days prior to such meeting. Any by-law may be suspended by a two- 
thirds vote of those present at any meeting of the Association. 


ARTICLE XI — AMENDMENTS 


Amendments to the Constitution may be proposed by initiatory petition of twenty- 
five active members or by written report of a special committee appointed to report 
thereon. All such amendments must be approved and submitted by the Executive Board 

This Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the active members of 
the association present and voting at any annual meeting provided notice of the pro- 
posed amendment shall have been mailed to all active members at least fifteen days 
prior to such meeting. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE 
CALIFORNIA LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


Adopted April 20, 1940 


ARTICLE I— OFFICIAL YEARS 

Section 1. Fiscal Year. The fiscal year of the California Library Association shall 
cover the period from September Ist of a given year through August 3lst of the following 
year. 

Section 2. Membership Year. The membership year shall be the calendar year, 
from January Ist to December 3lst of a given year. 

Section 3. Conference Year. The conference year shall begin with the adjournment 
of the annual meeting and continue to the adjournment of the next annual meeting. 

ARTICLE II—DUES AND FEES 

Section 1. Initiation Fee. An initiation fee of one dollar ($1.00) shall be paid by 
individual members upon joining or rejoining the Association. 

Section 2. Annual Dues. Annual dues for individual active members shall be 
computed on a sliding scale based on the monthly salary received by the members 
during the last fiscal year (rates as revised October 1941):

Annual dues for affiliate members shall be one dollar ($1.00). 

Annual dues for individual associate members shall be two dollars ($2.00). 

Annual dues for libraries, affiliated library associations and other organizations shall 
be five dollars ($5.00). 

Dues shall be due and payable in advance in January of each year. 

Section 3. Life Members. Life membership, including exemption from dues, may be 
secured by any active member upon payment of fifty dollars ($50.00) which may be 
paid in installments spread over not more than five years. All funds received from 


these memberships shall be placed at interest, and the interest only expended. 

Section 4. Unpaid Dues. Any members whose dues are unpaid on April Ist of a 
given year shall be notified by the Executive Secretary that if payment is not made 
by May Ist, he shall be dropped from membership rolls of the Association. 

Section 5. A. L. A. Chapter Dues. Provision shall be made in the annual budget 


to pay to the American Library Association annual chapter dues, in accordance with 
its requirements. 


ARTICLE III — MEETINGS 

Section 1. Annual Meeting. The annual meeting of the California Library Associa- 
tion shall be held at the time and the place determined by the Executive Board. 

Section 2. Special Meetings. 

a. On call of the President. The President, with the approval of the Executive 
Board, may call special meetings when deemed necessary. 

b. On Request of the Members. The President shall call a special meeting upon 
request of twenty-five or more active members, provided that each member of 
the Association shall be given fifteen days’ notice in writing previous to the 
meeting, and that only business specified in the call shall be transacted. 

Section 3. Quorum. Ten percent of the membership, as computed under these By- 
Laws, Article VI, Section 5, shall constitute a quorum at any meeting. 

Section 4. Board Meetings. The new Executive Board shall hold an organization 
meeting immediately following the close of the Annual meeting. Other board meetings 
shall be held on the call of the President. 

ARTICLE IV — LIBRARY DISTRICTS 

Section 1. Territory Prescribed. 

A. President's Jurisdiction. The functioning of the California Library Association 
through districts, as provided in Article IV, Section 1, of its Constitution, shall 
be observed by each President. In case he deems it advisable that the 
boundaries of any district be changed, with the approval of the Executive 
Board, he shall submit the question and his suggestion to the district, or 
districts, concerned. 
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B. Boundary Changes. 

1. Method. Action regarding re-organization of existing districts, suggested 
by the President of the California Library Association or an interested 
member, shall be taken at the annual meeting of the district, or districts, 
concerned. If the change is approved by two-thirds of those present, 
request to this effect then shall be submitted in writing to the Executive 
Board for approval. No change shall become final, except in the case of 
special provisions noted below, until it shall be ratified by two-thirds of 
those present at the next annual meeting of the district, or districts con- 
cerned to which it has been referred by the Executive Board. 

Special Provisions. In addition to the general provision whereby there 

is a new alignment among existing districts, the following special pro- 

visions shall apply: 

a. Any county may withdraw from a given district and join a contiguous 
district provided the Executive Board has received and approved a 
written request from two-thirds of the members of the California Library 
Association residing in the county. 

. Establishment of a new district shall be considered by the Executive 
Board upon this written request of twenty-five members of the Cali- 
fornia Library Association residing in the territory for which the 
district is desired. Before establishing a new district the Executive 
Board shall obtain the written approval of two-thirds of the members 
forming the proposed new district. 


Section 2. Officers. 


a. 


The district officers shall consist of a District President, a Vice-President who 
shall serve as President-elect, and a Secretary. The President-elect and the 
Secretary shall be elected by the members of the district in accordance with 
the provisions in Article VII, Section 3 of these by-laws. 


Section 3. Nominations and Elections. 


a. 


District Nominating Committee. The District President shall appoint a nominating 
committee whose duty it shall be to prepare a report which shall constitute the 
district's official ballot. This report shall include the names of candidates for 
the positions of Vice-President who shall serve as President-Elect and Secretary 
and state nominator or nominators. The committee shall name one or more 
persons for each office. No person shall be nominated who is not a member 
of the State Association, who is not a resident of the district and whose consent 
has not been obtained. 


. District Ballot. Report of the nominating committee shall be made to the district 


president who in turn shall file this ballot with the Executive-Secretary at least 
forty-five (45) days prior to the annual meeting of the Association. Balloting 
shall be conducted by mail as provided for in Article VII, Section 3 of the 
By-Laws. 


. Method. Ballots for district officers and state nominator or nominators shall be 


d. 


cast at the same time as those for state officers and all voting shall be conducted 
by mail as provided for in Article VII, Section 3 of the By-Laws. District candi- 
dates receiving the largest number of votes in the respective districts shall be 
elected. In case of a tie vote the successful candidate shall be determined by lot. 
District Committee on Elections. Each district shall be represented on the state 
election committee as provided for in Article VII, Section 2 of the By-Laws. 


Section 4. Duties of Officers. 


a. 


District President. The District President shall perform those duties usually 
devolving upon the office, appointing any other necessary officers and com- 
mittees corresponding as nearly as is feasible to the state standing committees 
Each President shall arrange for and hold an annual meeting. He shall en- 
deavor to enlist the interest of all library workers in his district in special 
projects of a professional nature. 


. Vice-President. The Vice-President of each district who is also President-elect 


shall perform those duties usually devolving upon the office and assist the 
President in the arrangements for the district meetings. 


. Secretary. The Secretary of each district shall perform those duties usually 
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devolving upon the office, keeping careful reports of all meetings and assuming 
the responsibility for the transmittal of all district records to the new officers. He 
shall keep record of the funds allocated to the District for its expenses. 

Section 5. Term of Office. All officers and members of committees shall hold office 
for one year or until their successors are elected (or appointed) and qualified for office. 
“flicers shall assume their duties immediately following the close of the annual meeting 
of the state association. 

Section 6. Nominators. 

a. Number Allowed. Each district shall be represented on the state Nominating 
Committee by at least one nominator, to provide a fair representation for the 
entire membership. Districts having more than one hundred members shall be 
allowed one nominator for each additional one hundred members, using the 
latest official count of the Executive Secretary of the Association. 

. Representation. When a district is entitled to more than one Nominator it shall 
elect people who represent not only different localities, but also various types 
of library work. 

c. Election. The election of the Nominator (or Nominators) shall be conducted by 
mail as provided for in Article VII, Section 3 of the by-laws and the result 
announced at the annual meeting of the state association. 

Section 7. Finances. Twenty-five (25) percent of the total dues received from 
individual members shall be set aside for allocation back to the Districts for support 
of District activities and expenses. Apportionment of these funds, which shall be under 
the supervision of the Executive Secretary of the California Library Association, shall 
be annually made by the Executive Board. No District shall receive less than $25.00 
for each fiscal year for purposes set forth in the first paragraph hereof. The Executive 
Board may make additional allocations to Districts for specific projects or purposes. 
Unexpended District funds, as herein provided for, shall be returned to the general fund 
at the end of the fiscal year, except such special funds allocated for projects still in 
progress and other funds raised within the District. 

Section ‘8. Meetings. 

a. Annual. Each district shall hold an annual meeting, at the place designated by 

the District President. 

b. Special. Each district may hold special meetings whenever the District President 
sees fit to call them. 

c. Quorum. Twenty percent of the membership of any district shall constitute a 
quorum at a meeting. 

Section 9. Reports. An annual report of the meetings and work of the District shall 

be submitted in writing to the President and to the Executive Secretary by each District 
President before the annual meeting of the California Library Associaion. 


ARTICLE V — SECTIONS 


Section 1. Organization. Members of the Association who are engaged in similar 
work or have special interests in common may organize into sections (as indicated in 
Article IV, Section 2, of its Constitution), upon complying with the procedure outlined 
in the following sections: 

Section 2. Petition. A petition for establishment of a section, signed by not less 
than ten members of the California Library Association who signify their intention to 
become charter members of the section, shall be submitted to the Executive Board of 
the California Library Association. 

Section 3. Action of Executive Board. After investigation as to the desirability 
of any section the Executive Board shall make recommendations regarding its establish- 
ment, which recommendation shall be presented for approval at the next annual meeting 
of the Association. 

Section 4. Membership. Any California Library Association member, engaged in 
the work or interested in the purpose of the section as described in the petition for estab- 
lishment, may be accepted for membership in a given section, upon conforming to the 
tules of the section. 

Section 5. Dues and Activities. Sections may, if they so elect, charge annual dues, 
limit their own memberships, issue publications, and in general carry on activities along 
the lines of their own interests, accounting for their funds solely to their own members. 
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Section 6. District Sessions. Sections may form district groups in the following 
manner: A petition for establishment of a district section group signed by not less than 
five members of the section, who signify their intention to become charter members in 
a district section, shal! be submitted to the Section Council. The Council shall then 
make a recommendation regarding its establishment, which recommendation shall be 
presented for approval at the next annual meeting of the section. Section members 
in each district so organized may, within two months following the annual meeting 
of the C. L. A., elect a district chairman who shall represent the district section on the 
Section Council of the state. 

Section 7. Officers. 

a. Chairman and Secretary. At the last session of its annual meeting provision 

for which shall be made in connection with the annual meeting of the C.L.A,, 
_each section shall elect its own Chairman and Secretary, who shall serve through 
the next annual meeting of the group. These officers shall perform the duties 
customary to their offices. In case a section fails to choose a Chairman or Secre- 
tary, or a vacancy occurs before the next meeting, the President of the California 
Library Association shall appoint these officers. 

. Council. The section shall be governed by a council consisting of five members: 
The Chairman, Secretary, and three appointed members, The first year the sec- 
tion is organized the Chairman shall appoint three members, who shall draw lots 
for terms of one, two, and three years, respectively. Each year following, the 
incoming chairman shall appoint one new member to the Council, who shall serve 
a term of three years. Chairmen of like district sections shall serve as ex-officio 
members of this council without voting privileges. 

Section 8. Reports. A report of the proceedings of the section meetings shall be 
submitted to the President of the California Library Association in writing in time for 
inclusion in the Handbook and Proceedings. 


ARTICLE VI— NOMINATIONS 


Section 1. Chairmen. The Nominating Committee shall be composed of the elected 
nominators from each district. Chairmanship shall rotate in alphabetical order among 
the districts. Upon those occasions when alphabetical order allots the chairmanship to 
a district served by more than one nominator, the nominator receiving the largest vote 
in the district's election shall serve as chairman. The President shall forward to the chair- 
man for the year the names of the committee members. Functioning of this committee 
may be carried on by mail. 

Section 2. Candidates, The report of the nominating committee shall be filed with 
the Executive Secretary not later than forty-five (45) days before the annual meeting. 
The committee shall name one or more persons for the offices of Vice-President, who 
shall be President-elect, Second Vice-President and Treasurer and a delegate to the 
council of the American Library Association, as indicated in Article IV, Section 3, of the 
Constitution. A member's consent must be obtained before his name may be placed 
on the ballot by the nominating committee. 

Section 3. Ballot. 

a. Majority and Minority Ballot. If Nominators representing twenty-five (25) per cent 
of the membership shall dissent from the nominations proposed by the majority, 
the Committee shall present a majority and minority ballot. These nominations 
shall constitute the official ballot and shall be sent to each paid-up member at 
least thirty (30) days before the annual meeting. 

b. Nominations by Petition of Members. Additional nominations may be placed 
upon the ballot upon the petition of five (5) per cent of the members of the Asso- 
ciation, accompanied by the written consent of the nominees, to be presented to 
the Executive Secretary at least forty-five (45) days before the election. 

Section 4. Voting Power. 

a. Official Count of Membership. No person joining the Association and no member 
whose dues are unpaid later than sixty (60) days prior to the annual meeting 
shall be included by the Executive Secretary in the count which shall determine 
the voting power of nominators at the meeting of the Nominating Committee. 

. Allotment of Votes. 
1. If only one Nominator. In the selection of candidates, a Nominator shall have 
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as many votes as there are active and life members in good standing in the 
district which he represents. 
If more than one Nominator. If there is more than one Nominator for a district 
the voting power of the Nominators shall be divided in equal proportion 
among the nominators of the district. 
Section 5. Quorum. A quorum of the Nominating Committee shall consist of the 
representatives of three-fourths of the membership of the Association as governed by 


Section 4 of this Article. ARTICLE VII— ELECTIONS 

Section 1. Time. Elections of the State and District officers, the district nominators 
and the delegate to the Council of the American Library Association shall be announced 
at the last regular session of the annual meeting of the Association at which time the 
election committee, appointed by the President, shall present the report. 

Section 2. Committee on Elections. The President shall appoint a committee on 
elections which shall have charge of the counting and tabulating of the votes cast. This 
committee shall be composed of a representative from each of the Districts. 

Section 3. Method. The official ballot together with the district ballot proper to each 
member shall be mailed by the Executive Secretary to each paid-up member at least 30 
days prior to the annual meeting of the Association. Ballots for district officers and 
nominators, for delegate to the Council of the American Library Association and for state 
officers, shall be cast at the same time and all voting shall be conducted by mail. Ballots 
shall be marked and returned to the Executive-Secretary, in a plain sealed envelope, 
the outside wrapper of which shall bear the name and professional address of the voter, 
to arrive at least 5 days prior to the first session of the annual meeting. The candidates 
receiving the largest number of votes shall be elected. In case of a tie vote the suc- 
cessful candidate shall be determined by lot. 


ARTICLE VIII—DUTIES GF OFFICERS 

Section 1. President. In addition to his regular duties and those mentioned in 
Articles V, Sec. 2 and VI, Sec. 1, of the Constitution, the President shall: 

a. Arrange the program for the annual meeting. 

b. Make an annual report at the annual meeting on the condition and affairs of the 

Association. 

Section 2. Vice-President (President-elect), In addition to his regular duties, the 
Vice-President shall act as Chairman of the Membership Committee. 

Section 3. Second Vice-President. In addition to his regular duties, the Second 
Vice-President shall act as Chairman of the Resolutions Committee. 

Section 4. Treasurer. The Treasurer shall keep record of and disburse the funds 
of the Association in accordance with the mandates of the Executive Board upon orders 
drawn by the Executive Secretary and approved by the President. He shall make a 
statement of his accounts annually, and at such other times as the Association, the 
Executive Board of Finance Committee may require. He shall serve as chairman of 
the Finance Committee. 

Section 5. Executive Secretary. The Executive Secretary shall perform the following 
duties: 

. Keep minutes of the general meeting of the Association and of those of the 

Executive Board; 

. Keep a record of all business transacted in the name of the Association; 

Give due notice of any election, appointment, meeting, or any other business 
requiring the personal attention of any member; 

. Have charge of the books, papers, and correspondence of the Association and 
its Executive Board; 

. Collect dues and present bills authorized by the Executive Board; 

. Assign a serial number to each member, upon payment of dues, entering the 
same number upon his receipt; 

. Notify members of delinquencies; 

. Furnish the Nominating Committee with exact data regarding the voting power 
of each district, assigning to each Nominator the quota of votes to be cast by 
him. 

Section 6. Parliamentarian. It shall be the duty of the parliamentarian to aid the 
President in the conduct of all meetings of the Association. The rules contained in 
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Robert's Rules of Order shall govern the Association in all cases to which they are 
not inconsistent with the By-laws of the Association. 
ARTICLE IX—DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 

Section 1. Education. The Committee on Education shall be composed of the Chair- 
men of the Education Committees of each district, augmented, if less than five, by 
appointments by the President of persons representing varied library interests to bring 
the total membership to at least five. Four of the Committee should be library school 
graduates, each of a different school. If the District Committee Chairmen members do 
not present this variety, sufficient additional members shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent to fulfill this requirement. In addition each library school in the state may name 
a representative graduate who is engaged in library work as an advisory member of 
the Committee. These advisory members should be given notice of all meetings, agenda 
and proceedings. The Committee shall study problems relating to education for librarian- 
ship, in-service training, institutions, forums, extension courses and special study in 
particular subjects and shall make recommendations relative to these matters. 

Section 2. Finance. With the Treasurer as Chairman and two other members ap- 
pointed by the President, the Finance Committee shall submit an estimate of the income 
for the fiscal year to the Executive Board who shall prepare annual and supplementary 
budgets which shall be within the income estimated by the Finance Committee. No 
expense shall be incurred in behalf of the Association by any officer, District, or Com- 
mittee in excess of the total accounts of the Treasurer. The Finance Committee shall 
arrange to have all accounts of the Association audited annually by a certified public 
accountant. 

Section 3. Legislative. The Legislative Committee shall study and keep the Asso- 
ciation informed of the legal aspect of library affairs. Any legislation contemplated by 
the Association or any impending legislation affecting libraries, shall be submitted to 
this Committee before the Association shall take action upon it. 

Section 4. Library Standards. The Committee on Library Standards shall be com- 
posed of five librarians from various types of libraries, representing at all times the State 
Library, municipal and county libraries among others. The first committee shall classify 
itself by lot so that the term of one of each of the five members shall expire every year. 
After the first year each new member appointed by the President to fill vacancies thus 
created shall serve for five years. The Committee shall study conditions essential for 
adequate library service and shall endeavor to establish standards by which personnel, 
salaries and other factors governing library service in general, may be evaluated. 

Section 5. Membership. In addition to the district chairmen, the Membership repre- 
sentatives of the American Library Association shall be ex-officio members of this com- 
mittee which shall endeavor to enlist a large and active membership in the California 
Library Association, 

Section 6. Nominating. Duties of the Nominating Committee are stated in the By- 
Laws, Article VI. 

Section 7. Public Relations, The Public Relations Committee shall establish contacts 
with other organizations and shall endeavor to keep before the public the value and 
importance of libraries. 

Section 8. Publications. The Committee on Publications shall take charge of the 
publication of the Handbook and Proceedings of the Association, and any other publica- 
tions authorized by the Executive Board or the Association at large. The Executive Secre- 
tary shall act as an ex-officio member of this committee. 

: ection 9. Resolutions. The Resolutions Committee, consisting of the Second Vice- 
President, as Chairman ex-officio, and two other members appointed by the President, 
shall make recommendations regarding all resolutions submitted to the Association and 
shall prepare other necessary resolutions, including obituaries. 

All resolutions to be presented shall be submitted in duplicate, one copy being 
posted by the Executive Secretary on the official bulletin board for the information of the 
membership. 

ARTICLE X—REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 

Section 1. Annual. It shall be the duty of all standing and special committee chair- 
men to submit reports in writing to the President and the Executive Secretary at some 
time previous to the annual meeting. It is also desirable that a copy be placed in the 
committee's file for the benefit of succeeding committee chairmen.

PAST GENERAL OFFICERS 


The California Library Association was established in 1895, under the title of “Library 
Association of Central California,” which in 1898 was changed to “Library Association of Cali- 
fornia,” and in 1906 to its present name. In 1906 the State was divided into four Library 
Districts, which in 1908 were increased to nine. In 1930-31 the Second and Third Districts 
consolidated, as did also the Eighth and Ninth. In 1936 the practice of using numbers to desig: 
nate districts was discontinued, and descriptive names, as selected by the respective districts and 
approved by the Association, were substituted for district numbers. In 1937 the San Jose State 
College Library withdrew from the Portloa District and joined the San Francisco Bay District,
